'SKW ORLKANS, Fa.. December 14.— 
Weather like that of .June was rejoicing the 
people here today and, coupled with the im- 
proved track and racing, served to bring out 
the full strength of racegoers in these parts 
and were rewarded with a good brand of 
sport that resulted from six closely contested 
dashes. 

The consistent Marvin May, which always 
shows to his best advantage over this track, 
again figured in a winning performance, his 
third at the meeting, and this time a victory' 
over some good ones that included Auntie 
May. J^ir Tiiomas Kean and Tipplty Witchet. 
Ile led from the start, stood the final drive 
resolutely when Auntie May challenged and 
beat her home by a half length. 

Ic was the first start here for Tippity 
W'itchet and he attracted considerable Pci- 
ting attention, almost supplanting Marvin 
May in favoritism, but in the race lie was 
always beaten and never figured prominent- 
ly. 

BEFl. FOOT ELIMINATED. 

Favorites and second choices had their 
innings this afternoon, all the races being 
accountc<l for by the sl.ort -quoted ones. 
Their successes began with the opener when 
Majority, carrying the colors of .1, R. Skin- 
ker and ridden by Lang, won In easy style 
from Gold :VIoiint, with First Blush in third 
place. There were good things galore in the 
race, Reel Foot being one to receive siancn 
support on the strength of a recent fast 
work-out. His chances went glimmering at 
the start, where he was bumped sharply, re- 
sulting in liis getting away poorly. He could 
never get fully settled into his stride. 

Camouflage had a slight advantage over 
the others of the twelve which started in the 
second race and again was betting wisdom 
correct. Camouflage began well and. show- 
ing the most speed under a good ride, fin- 
ished several lengths in advance of the muen 
improved Orcus, with Winneconne In third 
place. 

Admirer, another favorite, made good in 
the third race, repeating his previous vic- 
tory here in more impressive style, when 
he carried Corcoran home fir.st by twelve 
lengtlis. He was always in the lead. Mar- 
jorie Wood and Blue Bird followed him to 
the finish. 

Belgian Queen, racing in her best form, 
scored in the fifth from the favorite. Attor- 
ney. and On High. The showing of Merchant 
in the race was bad, he never flattering his 
backers for a moment. 

I.IFIIT WINE HOME 1 I UST. 

The concluding race found eleven starting 
over its mile and three-sixteenths distance. 
l.iight Wine, with Lang up. was regarded with 
the most favor and again the judgment of 
the backers was vindicated, for Light Wine 
led from the start, winning from Secretary 
and Johnny Overton. There was some back- 
ing for rdt and considerable shouting of en- 
couragement for him during the running of 
the race, but the best he could do was to 
land in fourtli place after closing an immense 
gap. 

.Jockey I.,yke was an arrival this morning 
and intends to stay here for the remainder of 
the racing season. 

Friends of A. B. Dade are greatly en- 
couraged over the improvement he Is .show- 
ing. They are hopeful that he will resume 
hi.s duties at the Fair Grounds. 

Satana had to be excused from starting 
thLs afternoon on account of a slight injury 
he sustained this morning. 

Horsemen are. inteding to petition the Fair 
Grounds management to continue the seven 
races a day plan that has been in use there 
for years. The matter will be discussed 
with president and general manager John 
Dymond, Jr., tomorrow on the arrival of 
K. Bradley, who is the chairman of the 
committee here appointed by the Thorough- 
bred Horse Association. 

James F. O’Hara, who is extensively in- 
terested in the Jefferson track, as well as the 
Thorncliffe and Bowie tracks, is due here to- 
morrow for an indefinite stay. 

Jockey I.«ang carried off riding honors dur- 
ing the afternoon. At present he appears to 
be the most consistent of all the riders here 
and his \tork is vastly improved over what 
he displayed here last winter, although riding 
many winners then. 

Dr. C. C. Cahn, widely known race track 
veterinarian, was another belated visitor 
from Lexington. He reports many horses 
wintering at the Kentucky Jockey Club tracK 
in that city and all are in the best of health. 



SAX I^TEGO. Cal., December 14. — Racing 
was conducted yesterday at Tijuana under 
most trying conditions, a veritable deluge 
falling throughout the afternoon. As a con.se- 
quence the mile course resembled a circular 
sea of mud, which made colors almost undis- 
cernible except at close range. The rain con- 
tinued unabated throughout the afternoon 
and the many eastern visitors here for the 
first time must be a wee bit skeptical about 
the glorious sunshine of California. How- 
ever, the weather up to date has been un- 
usual, the continued precipitation making a 
radical departure from the general order of 
things. 

After three valiant efforts to annex a purse 
Halil, the well-bred son of King James, re- 
cently acquired by Allen & Tryon, made 
good in the $1,000 claiming handicap, at a 
mile and seventy yards, which was the fifth 
and feature race of the afternoon. There 
was much activity in wagering on this race, 
the public being somewhat undecided as to 
which horse to make the favorite. As a re- 
sult I.,ouanna, AVoodie Montgomery, Barris- 
kane and Ilalu were all well supported. 

The contest was not a spirited one, as 
ITalu, when given free rein, fairly flew past 
W'oodie Montgomery and ultimately won, 
with jockey Ray Carter easing him up. 
Wooclie Montgomery, racing in the colors of 
Frank Irwin, took second place from his 
brother Charley, who was represented in the 
race by Buedihorn H. Louanna and Barris- 
kaiie, which showed much speed during the 
early stages, finished exliausted and brought 
up in the rear division. 

The aged sprinter Harr>' D. continued his 
winning ways when he took the major por- 
tion of the piir.se in the .'seventh race, at 
five and a half furlongs. The speedy son of 
Barnsdale raced head and head with I’ueblo 
from barrier to finish and at tlie end had 
enough left to stall the latter off. It was 
the fourth straight victory of this consistent 
plater. 

THllFE FAVORITES SEFFESSFUL. 

Three favorites were successful in their 
endeavors to win purses during the day. 
These were : Silk Sox, in the opening dash ; 
Frank Fogarty, in the fourth race, at a mile 
and seventy yards, and Whippet, In the 
sixth, which scored at an even mile. 

A freak of the pari-mutuel betting was 
demonstrated in the initial race when Emma 
Weller, w'hich finished in second place, paid 
the handsome returns of $120.10 for each 
$2 place ticket. Had the mare won the 
ra^’e she would have only paid a few doilais 
more, or. to be exact, $ 10 .").

The stewards passed favorably on the ap- 
plication of jockey Ralph R. Carter, an Eng- 
lish rider. Carter has a war record, having 
gone overseas with the Seventy-second Ba- 
tallion of Vancouver, B. (\ He rode with a 
fair measure of success in the old country, 
having ridden winners at Worcester and 
other racing points. 

James AlcConnell, a well-known eastern 
thoroughbred enthusiastist, got in yesterday 
from >Tew York. McConnell was delighted 
with the sport at Tijuana and intend.s pur- 
chasing a small but select stable of runners 
in the near future to race at the border 
track, as well as Tanforan. 

Charles Daniels, well-known breeder of 
Wichita Falls, Tex., and owner of the sire 
Leonid, was another to put in his appearance 
yesterday. Daniels intends spending the 
winter here. 

I^'rank Fogarty changed h.ands via the 
claiming route when A. M. Gray claimed the 
black gelding for $900 from C. Irby.

Tonight at Durland’s Racing Aca- 
demy in Xew York City the great .sale 
of French bloodstock will be held. 
The mares to be disposed of under 
George A. Bain’s hammer are the 
consignment from the celebrated 
Haras du Quesnay of A. K. Macom- 
ber, recently shipped to this country 
from France. These mares carry the 
best blood of England and France and 
are representatives of the great col- 
lection accumulated regardless of ex- 
pense by the late William K. Van- 
derbilt. It certainly is a golden op- 
portunity for breeders of this countiy 
to replenish their studs. 



HAVANA, Cuba, December 14. — The condi- 
tions of the last three races at Oriental Park 
this afternoon were designed to bring to- 
gether horses other than sprinters. They 
were at a mile or over. The other races 
were the usual short-distance dashes. 

In the opener Lui-Meme proved a surprise 
when he beat the well-backed Bobbed Hair 
by a head in a driving finish. Bobbed Hair 
was the first hor.se to carry the Zimmer 
colors at this meeting. The finish in this 
race was a sparkler. Lui-Meme, Bobbed Hair, 
Old Top and Machine Gunner raced past 
the judges in the order named, separated by 
inches. It was a stubbornly contested final 
eighth drive, with the winner uncertain until 
the official numbers were displayed. 

Another triumph was recorded for .1. A. 
Parson when his Mc(Jee mare Carrie Moore 
annexed the second race. Hhe was the fa- 
vorite and led all the way, although forced 
to the limit at the end to witlistand the ter- 
rific closing ru;di of Valentine d'Or. The 
latter ran a splendid race and was wearing 
I the winner down with every stride. End 
i Man showed a brief display of speed in this 
I race, then quit. 

j MARGARET WARE SFCCESSFUL.
